A vigorous protest against the pres nt Brit ish 
policy in Palestine and an appeal for heip ior the 
remnants of the Jewish people was made in Tel- 
Aviv last week at an emergency conference ol 
Jewish cx-Servicemen The conference was 
attended by about 1 delegates, representing 
wiw) Palestine Jews who served during the war 
in all branches of the Services. including the Com- 
ma ndos the jewish.

ARAB WORKERS AS CONFERENCE 
DELEGATES 
[From our Correspondent—JERUSALEM] 


Arab friends here tcll me that it ts not yet cer- 
tain that the London talks on Palestine will be held 
at all. in view of the Arab determination to have 
the ex-Mufti included. | should say the same 
applies to the Jewish side, as far as their leaders 
are concerned 

Meanwhile. a most imteresting issue was raised 
by Gen. Cunningham when he named certain other 
Arab representatives who have no standing on the 
Arab Higher Executive. but whom the Palestne 
Government apparently thinks ought to go to 
London They include leaders of Arab workers’ 
societies, the majority of whom are pro-“Communist 
What ts noteworthy about these workers societies 
is that they are governed by elected commitices, 
whereas the Arab Higher Executive is the product 
of Jamal Husseini’s system of personal appoint- 
ments. The tast elected Arab Executive originated 
at the Seventh Arab Congress in Palestine, 19 years 
ago. The Palestine Government must be thorough! 
conscious -of the anomaly of treating with sellf- 
appointed political leaders whose present claim to 
their positions is based on a flimsy platform which 
was perhaps valid in 1927, but has long since lost 
any sanction by suffrage; and whose real politica! 
power is determined by the accident of their birth 
into the several leading clans. If such people go 
to London as the sole delegates.of the Palestinian 
Arabs to discuss long-term constitutional issues. 
the eventual popular authority of their decisions 
may well be questioned by their own couptrymen.

Mr. Lessing Rosenwald, President of the Amer- 
can Council for Judaism, revealed that his 
organisation was considermg -means of presenting 
its anti-Zionist viewpoint to the London confer- 
ence Mr. Rosenwald said that his organrsation 
would probably make representations to the British 
Government challenging the right of the Jewish

On the basis of the Alexandria decisions of the

A Foreign Office spokesman explained that the 
inviiaton to Abdul Rahman Azzam Bey, Secretary-

not imply official recognition of the Arab League 
by H. M. Government. He expressed the view 
that. the. Palestine talks, which would probably 
start. separately with Jews and Arabs, might gpl 
end up as a round-table conference 


ATTLEE TO ADDRESS CONFERENCE ? 


Our Political Correspondent, writing on Wednes- 
day, said there has sull been no meeting of the 
Cabinet this week, and Mi£inssters are widely 
separated. But the Government are setting the 
stage for the Conference on the .future status of 
Palesune which is to be held at Lancaster House. 
A great deal has to be filled in between now and 
then with regard to the character and composition 
of the Conference. -It ts foreshadowed .that the 
Prime Minister will be present at the opening, and 
will address the Conference. Mr. Bevin will 
designated leader of the British delegation, but 
as he may not be able to attend regularly, owing 
to. his preoccupation with the Peace Conference

The suggestion is that the Arabs are preparing 
to. their claim for the presence of the 
notorious ex-terrorst against the Jewish claim to 
have leaders. present who are now under arrest 
in Palestine. This idea would be regarded by 
many M.P.s as absurd and improper It would 
be placing a man with a record of service on behalf 
of Britain's enemies, on a level with Jewish leaders 
who recrurted troops tor the Britush Forces and 
iook avery important part in the war effort in 
Palestine and outside. It would, indeed, be a 
dramatic development if the ex-Muftr, whom the 
British Government 1s Pledged to arrest if he sets 
foot m Palestine should be allowed to come to 
London as the guest of that same Government 

News from America points to captured German 
documents involving the ex-Mufti being disclosed 
at some fuiure date. The Britsh Government, 
however, are aware olf the ex-Mufti'’s record. He 
has been pronounced by the Government as not a 
war criminal in the technical sense of the term, 
since he was not an. enemy national nor a person 
who served in the enemy Forces. Material was 
produced at the trials of war criminals at Nurem- 
berg about the role he played in instigating and 
encouraging the Nazi pian of exterminating 
European Jewry. The British Government are. in 
possession of the facts, for they had a special 
inquiry to obtain accurate records of any relevant 
evidence given. to the International  Mulhitary 
Iribunal. 

With regard to. the American reaction to the 
coming Conference, one fact revealed this week is 
that the United States Government has been invited 
to send observers to tt, but apparently does not 


wish to. do sa,
